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a fault, sne, Jike thonsands of her Kin, Was not withs
out good company ' And, lastly, ‘Why should she
be expected to consult the feelings of mistress of
others? Did they consult hers? and were not heg
rights as saored as theirs? They had gone thels
way all summer, while she was left In waiting, and
she would have har way now—jong enough, atlsass,
to teach mistress the art of self-government nnder
provocation—though It 4l cost the peace of the
honsenold,’

CWIEH thesé oxalted fdeas In her head, It was
often, a8 you will readlly belleve, a diflonlt task o
keep Mikg Double-thread at her work; and what
work ahe did, was sometimes so hadly done that I
wan obliged 1o take it all anl—a distresiing job—and
do It over Ly hand, And these dificulties were so
frequent and troublesome that, as o choloe of evila,
I did o large portion of my sewing tn those days
by hand, without calling on Miss Dounble-thread
at all.

GOF gone 1y patiencd was often sorely tried, and
as often | wondered if there could be no remedy.
At length rellef came, in the person of Miss "Willeox-
Gibbs,' & young seumutress of singnlar virtues and
rare accomplishments, but so npassuming that I,
like many others, was at dret inolined to donbt her
gualifications, After u little delay I concluded (o
give her a trial ; and the result was 50 satisfactory
that 1 soon discharged Miss Double-thremd, amd
Invited Miss Willcox-Lilhbs to occupy her place,
which she has done ever since to my enptive satisfug-
tion.

“The name and fame of the Mizses Wilcox-Gibbs
(they are now a nunierous family) are already sproad
far and wide, and they have lttle need of recom-
mendation frof™oy source; yet my Miss GIbUS has
veen such excellent help, snd 1 feal under so groat
obligation.to her; that I esteam It a priviiege as well
a8 a4 duty to speak 8 good word for the fomily, I
nave already innoenced several of my lady friends
and acquaintances 10 miake the exchange that 1 did,
and the result has ln every instance beon equally
gatisfactory. Indeed it conld pot well be otherwise ;
for the Migses Gibbs are all alike, and what . is per-
fection with me, must also be perfection with others,
1t i8 not so-with the Misses Double-thread, There may
be & generel family resemblance, hut In actlon and
temperament they difor as widely 43 servants of
different natiopalities, In faot, younever Kknow, when
you seleet a4 Donble-thread seamstross, what you are
getllng-—ulﬂ'uu have proved her,

UPat the Misses  Willcox-Gibbs, as | sald before,
are hll exactly alike—at least they are 80 per-
sonally; she only difference i8 in their dress. You
certainly conld not distingnish them by any differ-
ence in size, form, features, or action; In capacity
or disposition; by the quality of their work, nor yet
by thelr deice! Tn the faculty lust named they are
quite peoullar; indeed, their conversation |8 always
in a whisper, and 20 10W as not in the least to disturh
the oonversabion of others,

“While on the subject of changing scamstresses, 1
want t0 add that the practice I8 becoming ruite com-
mon in the cirele of my acquaintance ; sod I wm toll
thut a very considerable portion of the applications
recelved foff the of the Missog Willcox-
GhbE are from lndies who have previvusly employed
one of the Misses Doable-thrend.

“AS o my own experience with Miss Willeox-
Gitbs, I can say that, @8 soon as she was falrly
settied In er new home she went right to work, and
in & few days had onr wardrobe in complete order;
and it s never been otherwlse from that day to
thig, a period of nearly seven years, In all that timo
she has not given the slightest oceasion for reproof.,
Nor has shie had one *Av!”  Indesd, I am not aware

I lon’t know the exact sum, but 1 think it exceeded
the value of all the work she ever aid for us,

“1 hnve, however, somoewhat more to say of Miss
Willcox-Gilbbs, She minds her own business, has
no company, and I8 always ready for duty, When-
ever we intend uaking @ journey 1 scarcely have to
let her Know It—and every garment needed is found
rendy at the appointed thme, S0 also on our return,
the same watehful eye afd ready hand go almost in-
atinctively to work, and the famlly wardrobe 18 again
put in order—often long before our other servants
get fairly broken in,

YMiss WiHlcox-Gibbs has also a peenliar faculty
for making friends, If, on being Introduced st o
new place, she happen to meet with a cold reception
—ad ghie sometimesd does, on account of the preju-
ees which thoge ln the interest of the Misses
Double-thiread are nctive In disseminating—{t never
disconcerts her, and she never fals o dispel that
prejodice on a very slight aequaintapce. Her qulet,
lany-like, amdd winning way of recelving and treating
Strangers, has the effect 1o put every one at ease in
her company. She is also o great favorite with chil-
aren,  When not otherwise employed, she often
amuses them by making frocks and aproas for their
dolis; and no matter how ronghly they use
LEVEr getd out of temper, or becomes otherw
for instant service when her mistress calls,

“She 18 also on intimate terms with the feeble and
the uged, who lind in her an agreeable companion
nnd a sympathiziog feend, She never has nny Jdim-
cnlty with the other servants, and [ doubt if she has
an enemy in the world, Even the Misses Lork-stiteh,
and all the other members of the Double<thrend
famiy—thongh professcionally her rivals, are persoli-
ally her admirers i not ler friends. My own Miss
Lock-stitch used often to say:—‘What @ charming
Mtle scamstress Miss Wilcox-GIbbs (5 ! 1T she only
had another string to her bow—4g0 that she could go
Into Nrst-class soclety—how delighted T shonld be
with her company ' And though [ did not then ap-
precigte her admiration of Miss Willcox-Gibba, not
beingasquainted with her mysell, 1 could not help
saying, io a hall-joking way, ‘Never mind, my dear,
